The uption of purchase, however, 
wos not to extend to railways the con- 
atruction of which waa authorised. before 
the session of 1844, and ag there were 
cighty-two such railways, including the 
most important main lines, they could 
apparently only be acquired by the con- 
sent of their proprictors, It is estimated 
that the actual capital invested’ in the 
railways of the United Kingdom ig well 
over £1,400,000,000, 

As far as can be gathered from the 
report to which we have alluded, a de- 
finite unification of the railway system 
in Great Britain is considered desirable. 


Three alternative methods are suggested, 


but no definite choice ig made. There 
must be further amalgamationg of exiat- 
ing railways, further unification of com- 
mercial management, or clag Government 
control. Thig last, might be effected by 
the creation of 8 Government Depart 
ment, by the constitution of « Board of 
Management, or by some system of leas- 
ing to one commercial campany or mare. 
Tho report gives the impression that the 
Committee think the best results will be 
obtained by the retention of private 
ownorsbip. in that case the Companica 


| will find it impossible to pay the war 


wages amounting to aixty million pounds, 
sterling per annum unless freight and 
passenger rates ate considerably higher 
than they were before the war, 

Just as the engineers of Great Britain 
were the pioneers of railway construc- 
tion, so the -administratars. have in- 
fluenced the policy of railway manage- 
ment ali over the world. In China we 
are on the eve of a period of great 
railway extension. The idealg of Young 
China are all.in favour of State manage- 
ment, though it cannot be said that past 
experiences in tbis direction have been 
particularly encouraging. If, however, 
the State assumes control in Great 
Britain, there will be 4 renewed demand 
for State management all over the world. 
The new ora will introduce entirely new 
conditiona inta trade and commerce, and 
that fact was fully recognised by Mr. 
Lroyn Gerorgs in hig recent election 
speeches, in one of which he spoke of a 
complete change in tho transport situa- 
tion.
